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A Beautification Idea is Hatched 

The Marion Garden Group

It was something that really started to trouble 
Elizabeth Hatch whenever she traveled along Route 6 in 
Marion or passed an intersection in town where weeds 
had become the dominant flora. How could such a lovely 
community allow some public areas and easements to 
be so ill-kempt? She understood that economics and 
priorities - in a large part - were a contributing factor, but 
she also wondered what could be done to beautify these 
eyesores. 

As a long-time member of the Marion Garden 
Group, Hatch thought about how she and the group 
could do something to change what she believed was a 
huge oversight.

Hatch, along with MGG members, planned and 
executed small fundraising events like plant sales to raise 
money for a new sign that would welcome and greet 
visitors traveling to Marion. Now with the sign ready 
for installation. Hatch says there is still more work to be 
done: a beautiful sign simply wouldn't be enough. "We 
can do better" - the mantra beats on. 

On July 26, Hatch opened her Allen's Point home 
for a benefit. Tickets were sold for a cocktails and lavish 
refreshments gathering at her property overlooking 
Sippican Harbor. The event, "Fundraiser for Marion 
Beautification," brought out a crowd of like-minded 
residents who support Hatch's plan to landscape areas 
throughout the community with tasteful plantings. 

"There are so many areas that need attention," 
Hatch explained while standing on her patio in front 
of a display of landscaping conceptual designs for 
intersections along Route 6, Route 105, as well as other

heavily traveled locations. And while she appreciates that 
several commercial establishments along the business 
district have landscaped their properties. Hatch believes 
that a partnership between the Town and the MGG could 
accomplish so much more in public spaces. 

"The response from the garden group and the 
community has been overwhelming," Hatch shared with 
a smile. For, although she was very committed to pushing 
her agenda, she was unsure if others would sign on to 
help. On that night those doubts were dispelled. 

"If we can get enough money to beautify these 
areas, it will make a huge impact," Hatch said.

project was the most important project the group could 
undertake," said Waterman.

"People who generally stay quiet spoke up," 
continued Waterman. "It's an amazing idea." 

The placement of the glorious new welcome sign 
is scheduled for installation on the grounds of the historic 
Captain Hadley House on the corner of Route 6 and Front 
Street. 

Sippican Historical Society treasurer Judith Rosbe 
said, "We preserved the Captain Hadley house and hold a 
preservation easement over the property." She added that 
any changes made to the building or the grounds must be 
approved by SHS; however, it was their pleasure to agree 
to an easement for placement of the new welcome sign 
and associated landscaping at the iconic intersection. 

Hatch said she still has to clear permitting issues 
with Town boards, but during her presentation to the 
Board of Selectman last spring, the selectmen were in 
favor of the plan. 

Hatch is hopeful that the sign will be placed 
sometime in the September - October timeframe. 

In a follow up with The Wanderer , Hatch shared 
that she feels energized moving forward given the 
tremendous support she and the MGG have received thus 
far.

Pickles Blames Age, 

No Oversight on Fraud Claims

Marion Town Clerk Ray Pickles denies any 
wrongdoing in his answer filed July 23 to a complaint 
alleging that he defrauded the Carver, Marion, Wareham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District (CMWRRDD) while 
serving as the district's executive director, blaming old 
age and the lack of professional support for the various 
discovered financial discrepancies pertaining to the 
district. 

"In recent years, due to my age and limited 
professional support, my record keeping has not been 
what it was during my time as Town Manager in Marion 
and during my early years with the CMWRRDD," wrote 
Pickles, 84, in his signed affidavit. "I deny the alleged 
wrongdoing. I believe that all of my actions were taken in 
the best interests of the CMWRRDD." 

Pickles further stated that over the years he had 
presented the CMWRRDD Committee with monthly 
warrants for committee approval and that, to the best 
of his knowledge, "[all] payments made from the 
budget were approved by the Board and were made for 
legitimate CMWRRDD expenses." 

According to Pickles, although he was authorized 
to sign checks as executive director of the district, checks 
were "generally" drafted and signed by the CMWRRDD 
bookkeeper after the committee approved the amounts. 

Stating that the allegations made against

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him for Fraud, Conversion and Civil Theft, and Civil 
Conspiracy, amongst others, are false. Pickles denied 
ever withdrawing district funds for personal use, did not 
receive unauthorized checks, and did not steal cash from 
the district. 

"In recent years, I may not have followed all 
of the technical procedures for approving contracts," 
his affidavit reads. "But, I kept the District Committee 
informed of all business matters involving the 
CMWRRDD and I consistently provided valuable services 
to CMWRRDD. I do not believe that I have received any 
money that was not approved by the ... Committee for 
services provided."

In his affidavit, and that of Pickles' wife, Diane 
Bondi-Pickles, also named as a defendant in the civil 
complaint, it states that the couple lives month-to-month 
living off Pickles' pension, his social security, and the 
income he still earns as Marion's town clerk, and have 
accrued $30,000 in credit card debt. Bondi-Pickles in her 
affidavit claimed she has no income of her own now that 
she was asked to resign from her real estate position at 
a Marion-based agency due to the "negative publicity 
associated with this case," she wrote. 

Bondi-Pickles claims that, although Pickles 
named her president of Moss Hollow Management, the 
corporation he founded in her name in 2000 and used in 
order to continue to receive payments for his CMWRRDD 
position after retirement, for about 10 years she has 
not taken part in Moss Hollow business affairs and 
was unaware that the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
involuntarily dissolved Moss Hollow on June 30, 2017. 

"I have no knowledge of my husband ... 
wrongfully taking money from the CMWRRDD," Bondi- 
Pickles' affidavit states. "Based upon my family's financial 
position which is seriously compromised with credit 
card debt and limited monthly income, I do not believe 
that the allegations claiming large amounts of money 
be [sic] taken are true. I am completely unaware of any 
withdrawals of money for personal ... any unauthorized 
checks being received ... [or] any cash being taken 
from the CMWRRDD by my husband, myself, or Moss 
Hollow." 

Robert Tinkham, Jr., the retired Carver health 
agent and part-time employee of the district who is also 
named as a defendant in the complaint, filed a motion 
on July 26 to dismiss the charges against him and the 
company he owns, 33-35 Wareham Street LLC, also 
named in the complaint. 

Tinkham also served on the CMWRRDD 
Committee from 1996-2017, stating in his affidavit that he 
also served as chairman of the committee several times 
over the years.

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"I do not, and have never had any check writing 
authority on behalf of the district," Tinkham's affidavit 
reads. Tinkham also denies having ever received 
misappropriated district funds in any form. 

Cumulatively, the three are accused of defrauding 
the district of $838,458.22 between 2012-2018: $294,548 by 
Pickles, which includes $150,000 allegedly made in cash 
withdrawals between 2016-2018, $113,321 in unauthorized 
checks, $31,227 in mileage reimbursements, and an 
alleged $13,793 in fuel reimbursements, which the district 
committee alleges were used to fuel Pickles' private boat. 

Pickles and Bondi-Pickles on behalf of Moss 
Hollow Management are allegedly responsible for another 
$281,909 from 2012 up until January of 2018 when Pickles 
was fired, bringing their cumulative total to $576,477. 

Tinkham allegedly received about $262,000 in 
misappropriated district money, which the complaint 
says Pickles conveyed to Tinkham without committee 
authorization and discovered in district financial records. 

An attachment of real property remains in place 
for all three defendants for the respective amounts each 
defendant is accused of embezzling. 

Pickles was the executive director for the 
CMWRRDD since its formation in 1973 until January 29, 
2018, and the executive secretary from 1972-2001. He was 
on the Board of Assessors until he lost the 2018 annual 
election, and Pickles remains the town clerk, which he has 
since 2006. He was also the building commissioner for the 
Town for a number of years. 

The district continues to investigate and is 
undergoing a forensic audit of the district's finances 
dating back to 2012, which was when Pickles ceased 
conducting the required annual audits of the district. 

The case is slated for a trial by jury at the 
Plymouth Superior Court, and The Wanderer will be 
following it closely as it unfolds. 

Bloom of the Thistle

A bull thistle has been growing by leaps and 
bounds all summer in our flower garden, and now 
stands five feet tall and looks into our bedroom window. 
Although classified as a member of the Astor family, 
we had only considered the bull thistle as an uninvited 
perennial weed until recently as it came into its 
surprisingly beautiful purple bloom. Now we look out at 
a mural of a floral painting framed by the windowsill in 
the morning light of another new day on Buzzards Bay. 

The bull variety is New England's prickliest 
thistle that can be a thorn in the side of the green thumb 
of a careless pruning gardener. Each spine of the leaf is 
pinnately lobed with a painful barb - similar to, but easier 
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to extracted than, the quill of a porcupine. Still, there 
are avid horticulturists who intentionally plant them to 
emulate a meadow-type garden of woodland wildflowers. 

In spring, a mixed packet of seeds that includes 
thistle seeds can be found in complete garden centers. 

And most bird food stores carry thistle seed with 
special feeders that cater to small finches, nuthatches, 
and chickadees. However, purchasing thistle seed may 
be unnecessary, because now, after fertilization of the 
blossoms by bees, butterflies, and hummingbirds, as in 
my illustration, the plant itself widely sews seeds in many 
directions. With a change in the prevailing wind, each 
day allows new plants to spring up the following year 
unexpectedly, sometimes in unwanted locations. Removal 
can be inconveniently painful. 

The annual arrival of blossoms visually justifies 

garden location. 
Somehow 
there is an 
almost mystical 
transition 
of human 
appreciation, 
as if mother 
nature's 
obstinate 
thistle brat has 
morphed into 
a fairy tale floral Cinderella. As the seasonal hands of 
the clock turn to the arrival of mid-summer, this ugly 
duckling transforms into the reproductive belle of the 
annual cotillion ball. 

Equally as mythological in its history was the 
founding of the Order of the Thistle in Scotland by James 
VII of Scotland (James II of England and Ireland) in 1687. 
He intended to reward Scottish peers who supported 
both king and country. Today it is the next highest order 
of chivalry in England, second only to the Order of the 
Garter.

Hot Button Topics Takes 
Meeting Into Overdrive 

Marion Board of Selectmen

At the July 31 meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen, the 7:45 pm appointment with CDM Smith, 
the engineering group the town has contracted with for 
decades to assist with the wastewater treatment system, 
began. By 9:00 pm it was just wrapping up. In between.

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the board of selectmen and the public heard from 
Bernadette Kolb, Senior Vice President of CDM Smith, 
and two disgruntled members of the community. 

Kolb's presentation was a comprehensive report 
on the current state of the public wastewater system and 
the next steps needing immediate implementation to help 
the town come into regulatory compliance. 

After describing the manner in which wastewater 
flow currently is received to its discharge into Aucoot 
Cove, Kolb moved on to facility upgrades and 
recommendations. 

Kolb said that upgrades to the facility would 
include disc filters, allowing each of the holding lagoons 
to operate independently from one another, and a bottom 
mounted aeration system in lagoon number one. She said 
that these upgrades would provide a reduction in the use 
of the unlined lagoons and that all work needed to be 
completed by December 1, 2019. 

The technical details left few questions for the 
selectmen to ask. But the burning question at least for two 
residents remained unanswered - when will the town and 
its residents get more capacity. 

Marion resident Sherman Briggs said, "We 
continue to hear no capacity." He said that was a critical 
element that needed attention: the ability to bring more 
users on line would help defray the costs paid by all he

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Kolb explained that the evening's presentation 
was not focused on increased capacity - a conversation 
for another day. 

Briggs countered, "CDM has never done us any 

favors." 

Also disappointed that other aspects of the ailing 
wastewater treatment facility was not being addressed 
on this evening was Assessor George T.J. Walker. He 
questioned issues surrounding a lawsuit related to 
groundwater discharge launched by the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition. Again he was told that those issues were not 
part of the presentation. 

With a deadline of tomorrow for CDM Smith 
to submit a letter to various regulatory authorities 
addressing proposed improvements to the existing 
facility, the selectmen voted to authorize the firm's 
recommendations on the lagoon optimization plan to 
those agencies for a 60 day review process. 

The other hot item on the agenda was the 
ongoing legal action taking place against former members 
of the board of directors for the Carver, Marion, Wareham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District (CMWRRDD). 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson brought the 
selectmen up to date on the judicial proceedings saying, 
"The auditors are still looking for documents." He said 
that while forensic auditors search for documentation, the 
board of directors was busy making some much needed 
changes. 

"They are trying to right the ship," Dawson said 
adding that although the board members were fairly new, 
there were several who had been in place for a number of 
years. 

Dawson said that Judge Jeffrey Locke of the 
Superior Court had ruled to freeze personal assets of at 
least two defendants, Ray Pickles and his wife. "I am 
monitoring the case closely," he said. "What we know is 
that a lot of audit materials are missing, such as contracts 
and meeting minutes; there's a lot to be found, if it can be 
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7 Industrial Drive, Mattapoisett, MA 
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found." 

Selectman John Waterman said moving forward, 
"There needs to be checks and balances." He said there 
should be more then one signatory on checks and that a 
least several members of the CMWRRDD needed to have 
strong financial backgrounds, "They need to be willing 
to challenge and ask questions." He also questioned the 
ability of the auditors, wondering aloud if they were up 
to the challenge at hand. "There should be a deadline for 
submitting financial documents for an audit," he said. 

Dawson said modifications to the overall district 
agreement was probably needed and reminded the 
selectmen that the district was a separate "body politic," 
but that the board of selectmen in the three towns picked 
their representatives for the board. 

Selectman Norm Hills currently sits on the district 
board as does Marion resident Steve Cushing. 

In other business, the selectmen approved a 
proposal submitted by Jon Howard and Matt Glynn for 
an aquaculture license. This approval now clears the 
way for the project to move through the state regulatory 
process before returning to the selectmen for final review 
and approval. 

Also John Rockwell of the Open Space Committee 
asked that the selectmen provide written support to the 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path who are pursuing 
grant opportunities for plans to pave a portion of the 
Mattapoisett Industrial Park Drive, which will connect 
Marion to Mattapoisett and the larger bike path system. 
The selectmen agreed it was a worthy endeavor. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for August 14 at 7:00 pm, location 
to be announced. 

Board Approves House on 'Unaccepted' Way 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

In a relatively quick wrap-up to Nicholas Araujo's 
request for a Variance to build a single-family home on 
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Old Schoolhouse Road, the Rochester Zoning Board of 
Appeals voted on July 26 to allow the construction, but 
with a couple conditions. 

As discussed during the ZBA's July 12 meeting, 
Araujo will not be allowed to further subdivide the 15- 
acre lot into additional lots or add any additional houses. 

The matter had been discussed over the span 
of three ZBA meetings as the board was careful not to 
set Araujo up for any future negative consequences as a 
result of building the house on the somewhat dubiously- 
classified road - Old Schoolhouse Road - deemed a road 
not accepted by the Town. 

Araujo's engineer, Rick Charon, had to prove 
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to the board that Old Schoolhouse Road is in fact a 
legitimate road, which he did when he provided several 
past cases where the Planning Board made mention to 
Old Schoolhouse Road as "an ancient way" and also 
allowed other residents to build on the road. Charon also 
had to demonstrate that Araujo could legally access his 
property via an easement. 

The only thing stopping the board from 
approving the Variance back on July 12 was board 
members' desire to see a certified plan displaying the 
frontage of the lot and a quick review by town counsel. 

Old Schoolhouse Road neighbors weren't 
supportive of Araujo's plan, which they believe would 
exacerbate an already rough unpaved road surface, but 
that was outside the scope of the ZB A. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for August 9 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Doonan Back to ConCom with 
Aquaculture Plan 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on July 
25 got a preview of Shea Doonan's latest plan for another 
aquaculture farm in Marion waters, ahead of the Board of 
Selectmen's aquaculture hearing that following Tuesday. 

The commission could not issue a determination 
that night for Doonan's Notice of Intent, not without 
comments from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection and the Mass Wildlife's Natural 
Heritage & Endangered Species Program, but they did 
get the gist of the plan along with details pertinent to the 
commission's jurisdiction. 

Doonan wants to establish an aquaculture farm 
off Mitton's Flats spanning 21,609 square feet - 100 feet by 
230 feet in size. 

The project would include a series of buoys with 
a number of floating bags and cages attached that would 
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rise and fall with the tides, with low tide averaging 
around 2.5 feet in depth, according to Doonan. 

"The lowest tide I've ever seen ... probably has 
two-and-a-half feet," said Doonan, but the tide changes 
and the total he gave would be the average, give or take 
some inches. 

Doonan said there are no moorings in the area he 
has slated for the aquaculture farm, which is nearby the 
opening of Hammetts Cove. 

Commission member Cynthia Callow asked 
if all abutters concerned had been notified, to which 
Doonan said they had - perhaps not for the Conservation 
Commission public hearing; however, he said that in 
general abutters have been told of the project. 

"They came and gave their arguments," Doonan 

said. 

Abutters had been notified of the Board of 
Selectmen hearing on July 31, Doonan said. 

According to Doonan, although maps had shown 
the presence of eelgrass at the proposed site, a state 
agency arrived to perform a physical inspection of the 
site, ultimately finding no eelgrass inside the affected 
area. Chairman Jeffrey Doubrava read the letter from the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries confirming 
that no eelgrass was spotted during the in-water survey. 

Doonan's NOI hearing was continued until 
August 8. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
approved the Notice of Intent for Derek Maksy, 7 
Bournehurst Road, to add an in-ground pool next to the 
house, remove a cesspool and install a septic system, a 
circular driveway, garage, and clear a 12-foot cart way 
to access a picnic area. The commission's only concern 
was accidental clear-cutting by a third party, so the 
commission issued special conditions to the Order of 
Conditions: the placement of boulders to mark the 
boundary of the 15-foot no-touch zone, and to notify the 
commission once erosion control implements have been 
installed and before lot-clearing work begins.

Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District

Some members of the Carver, Marion, Wareham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District Committee were 
perplexed on July 25 when Wareham CMWRRDD 
Committee member Gary Buckminster suggested the 
district, as it is structured now, should cease to exist. 

"I personally feel that the CMW should be no 
longer," Buckminster said, raising eyebrows just as the 
committee had received six applications for the executive 
director position. 


Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson was 
leading the discussion on how personnel costs were down 
after a longtime district employee retired and part-time / 
over-time municipal workers had been filling in the gaps, 
and committee members were considering what was best 
for the district - consolidating, selling off property, cutting 
its losses, "biting the bullet now," as Dawson put it. That's 
when Buckminster suggested they trash the district as 
they know it. 

"I think that it should be a municipally-run 
program," Buckminster said. Let the three towns hire 
their own employee to run their portion of a differently 
structured "district" and hire a private hauler to collect 
the trash. 

The "sticker price of the future," said 
Buckminster, is a high one. "[It's best] not to try to 
maintain a program that's going to cost a lot of money. 

... I'd hate to see us go through all this effort of hiring 
someone. ... It should be a town-run organization and let 
it be a cooperative effort between the three towns." 

That was the first he'd heard the committee 
mention dissolving, Dawson said. "It's certainly not the 
road we've been travelling, not to say we couldn't." 

There is still a contract, Dawson pointed out, but 
he was just as concerned about political fallout of even the 
mention of dissolving the district. 

"There are going to be political issues here," 
said Dawson. "Ironically, I think it's going to be more 
difficult in the Towns of Carver and Wareham than it will 
be in Marion, because Marion still has its own curbside 
collection." 

Carver and Wareham do not provide curbside 
trash collection, Dawson said, adding that although 
no study has been done on usage of the Marion and 
Rochester facilities, he estimates that at least half the 
people who utilize the Marion transfer station are from 
those two towns because they do not want to pay a 
private hauler. 

"It's going to be those folks - the leaders of those 
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communities - that are going to be hearing from them, 
loud and clear," said Dawson. 

And with six applicants to fill the executive 
director position left vacant after Ray Pickles was fired 
in January, Dawson said the sudden talk of a change in 
direction surprised him. 

District Committee Chairman Steve Cushing said 
he feared the blowback of the mere mention of dissolving. 
And after the closure of the Marion compost pile, as 
Dawson pointed out, Marion has had its own share of 
blowback. 

"If we change total direction and start to talk 
about eliminating ... perhaps all of the other services, ... 
politically it's going to be a mess," said Dawson. 

For Buckminster, he would prefer to see 
operations run by municipal workers, not district 
workers, he reiterated. 

Currently, under its contract with SEMASS, the 
district receives 100 percent reimbursement for operations 
costs, including employee pay. Marion Director of 
Finances Judy Mooney told the committee, "I don't know 
how it would work if you dissolve - you won't get the 
reimbursements anymore." 

This district is going to carry forward," said 
Dawson, at least for now. "It may look totally different, 
and maybe it needs to look totally different," which 
is what Dawson said he thought was going to be 
determined once a new executive director was on board 
to help determine the district's future. "It's gonna take an 
executive director to ... sort through it." 

"[The district] may drop off at the end of 2020," 
suggested Cushing, "but we need somebody to grab the 
reigns here and figure out over the next two years." 

The committee acknowledged that Pickles made 
some unilateral decisions that would drastically alter 
the future of the district, which would include Pickles' 
unauthorized decision to decline another contract 
with SEMASS once the current one expires in 2020. 
Changing the district - the contract, town assessments.

appropriations, the absorption of costs, budgets - "All of 
that takes some time," said Dawson. 

Cushing conceded that he wasn't sure which 
direction to go in. 

"The ins and outs of refuse disposal - I'm at a 
loss," said Cushing. "I only know what I'm doing to a 
degree and that's it." 

The committee decided to continue the process 
of selecting a new executive director, a position only 
guaranteed for a roughly two-year contract. The 
committee agreed to allow the three town administrators 
to review the six applicants and present a set of finalists to 
the committee. 

In other matters, the district will not be holding a 
hazardous waste disposal day until at least next year. 

The next meeting of the Carver, Marion, Wareham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District is scheduled for 
August 22 at 5:00 pm at the Marion Police Station, but 
the committee may schedule a meeting before then if 
something arises. 


Energy Committee Develops 
Stretch Energy Code 

Marion Energy Management Committee

It was all business at the monthly meeting of 
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the Marion Energy Management Committee on July 30 
as the group prepared for upcoming sessions with local 
contractors and residents in preparation for the Fall Town 
Meeting. 

The committee is placing an article on the warrant 
proposing the Town adopt the "Stretch Energy Code," 
a bylaw "for the purpose of regulating the design and 
construction of buildings for effective use of energy ... 
[and] provide a more energy efficient alternative to the 
Base Energy Code." 

The bylaw, which a Town Meeting must adopt 
and is a requirement for Green Community designation, 
would apply to new residential constructions and 
commercial buildings. 

Despite not having received comments back from 
town counsel on the document, the committee approved, 
in large part, a draft crafted from the Town of Dighton's, 
with minor changes specific to Marion. That language has 
already passed muster with the Attorney General. 

The region's Green Communities Coordinator 
Seth Pickering is assisting the committee in tweaking the 
language of the bylaw as well as with public outreach to 
help the residents and contractors understand the bylaw's 
individual elements. The committee, with Pickering, 
will be hosting two informational meetings to introduce 
the bylaw to the public. The first one for Marion Town 
Officials and construction contractors on Monday, 

August 27, and a second session for the general public on 
Monday, September 24. Both meetings will be held at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

In other business, someone contacted Chairman 
David Pierce expressing an interest in developing a solar 
array on the town landfill, referred to as the "Benson 
Brook Solar Array." 

Committee member Jennifer Francis reported 
that in order to entertain a new proposal, the Town 
would need to issue a new Request for Proposals to 
obtain information on developers' interest in the project. 
The committee must also ask the town administrator to 
submit a pre-application to Ever source. 

The committee will ascertain whether it is 
possible to connect to the grid from the location at the 
landfill. 

Members Bill Saltonstall and Christian Ingerslev 
are working with the Mass Energy Insight Program, a 
web-based program designed to help towns "understand 
their energy use and reduce their carbon footprint." 

Preliminary numbers indicate that Sippican 
School comprises 14 percent of the Town's energy use, 
while the pumping stations, including the landfill, use 22 
percent. The Town's energy is powered 10 percent by oil, 
44 percent by natural gas, and 46 by electricity. 
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The LED streetlight program is moving forward 
as the Town awaits an estimate from Eversource for the 
cost to purchase the old existing streetlights, expected at 
around $10,000. 

Francis reported that the "big money" will be 
in purchasing the new LED lights, but that the overall 
savings will more than make up for that. Saltonstall 
noted that the purchase may be funded with the money 
generated by the First Generation Wind project, which has 
made the town roughly $167,000 in two years. 

The Town is also looking into getting some new 
electric car charging stations and will need to determine 
their locations and the manufacturer. Ingerslev observed 
that while on a recent visit to the harbor, there were 
no signs or any indicators of the two charging stations 
located there; therefore, there were regular cars parked in 
the spots designated for the electric cars. 

Marion Facilities Director Shaun Cormier, who 
attended the meeting, indicated that after installing 
the charging stations, "[he's] getting a lot of pushback 
from the people who run the wharf," he explained, to 
not install signs or paint the parking spots to indicate 
restricted parking. Saltonstall noted that parking is at a 
premium at the harbor, but having the charging stations 
there "doesn't make much sense if we are not willing to 
designate the space to electric [vehicles]." 


Cormier suggested the committee make a formal 
request to the town administrator for the signs and line 
painting. 

While the committee considered moving the 
charging stations to a new and more convenient location, 
depending on the access to power. Pierce concluded that 
the committee should move incrementally on the ideas 
and first facilitate getting signs installed. 

"We are here to help out!" Pierce declared. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for August 27 at 
7:00 pm in the Marion Music Hall. 

Assessors Investigating Undertaxed Property 

Marion Board of Assessors

The Marion Board of Assessors will be 
investigating a number of Approval Not Required (ANR) 
filings of prior years to determine if some properties in 
town are being undertaxed on underassessed land. 

Discussion during the July 25 meeting focused 
mainly on multiple town maps of various properties 
which appear to have ANR filings; however, noted on 
them is the statement: "The purpose and intent of this 
plan is to provide for tax purposes only." 

"As a result, we've combined lots," said Assessor 
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George T.J. Walker. "However, these aren't ANRs." 

Somehow lot lines of certain lots deemed 
"buildable" were not apparent on the tax maps and still 
appeared as only one parcel. "They can use them as 
buildable lots ... but for some reason haven't been paying 
their fair tax on them," Walker pointed out. 

In one example, two lots seemingly approved 
though an ANR remained on the tax maps as one lot. As 
Walker explained it, "They've got a note on it that says the 
only reason [they are] preparing this ANR is to show the 
assessors what we own, so it isn't a true ANR." 

"So, what should we be doing about this?" Board 
of Assessors Chairman Bradford Eames asked. 

"We should be taxing the two lots," Walker 
responded. "We combined it because we received an 
ANR, but..." 

Assessor Patricia DeCosta, appearing perplexed, 
said, "Well, that would certainly be [during] my time, so I 
did it. ... 

"They probably did this so they could get an 
abatement - and they did," said DeCosta. 

According to Eames, one of the properties 
reviewed that day should have been assessed at "almost 
double" the value prior to combining. 

"Basically double," Eames said again looking 
over the maps. "The land value would basically be 
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double." 

And there are likely many more such properties 
in town with some dating back over a decade. 

DeCosta, looking over the information, wondered 
how the Planning Board during that time would have 
accepted and signed such ANR applications. Walker 
suggested that during the ten years he was on the 
Planning Board, none of the ANRs the assessors were 
looking at that day would have been signed. 

"To be fair and equal to everyone, we have to 
[investigate] all of them," said DeCosta. 

Eames wondered how the assessors would 
identify all outstanding ANR plans such as these, and 
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the board agreed that it would need to meet with the 
Planning Board to make sense of what was now before 
them. 

"I'm sure that these were done for tax purposes," 
said DeCosta. She presumed that the property owners 
were told they had to remove lot lines because they were 
told the lots were not buildable lots. "But you have to 
remove the lot line to get the abatement." 

According to DeCosta, town counsel once advised 
her not to act on such abatements without a plan. "We 
assumed this was a plan," said DeCosta. "I'm not even 
sure if it's not. I don't know," she said, shaking her head. 

"I need to think about this."

"I think we're going to have to take -1 don't 
know what we're going to do," Eames said. "I don't know 
how many there are and we told these people ... that if 
they remove the lot lines - This is not an appropriate ANR 
- That language ... It assures us that lot was created and 
has to meet new zoning as of that date." 

Walker suggested the board find out just how 
many of these are out there, "Whether it's two or 22 
because it could be." 

Eames reassured DeCosta that she was right, that 
this was likely what the property owner was told they 
could do, saying, "This is what town counsel told us to 
do, whether it's a technicality that they didn't put an ANR 
on. ... The ANR said divided property and it's done." 

Eames said the plans looked more like "a hybrid 
that doesn't lock anyone in." 

"I'd be interested in seeing the Planning Board 
minutes as well," said DeCosta, to see what exactly the 
Planning Board was signing off on. 

And as the Board of Assessors gears up for its 
next reassessment period, "If we're going to clean this up 
then this is the time," said Walker. 

"I have the feeling there's going to be a lot more," 
Eames said. 

"I'm sure the taxpayer thought this was a legal 
plan," DeCosta assumed. "I'm totally stumped on this -1 
don't know." 

The next meeting of the Board of Assessors is 
scheduled for August 8 at 3:00 pm in the Assessors' Office 
at the Marion Town House.

This installment features 300 Converse Road. The 
dwelling at 300 Converse Road is a Queen Anne house 
noteworthy for its well-preserved encircling verandah. 
Built in 1894 for the carpenter H.V. Blankinship, this 
house, with its ornate gingerbread porch, illustrates 
Blankinship's carpentry skills.

Ready Player One. Starring Tye Sheridan and Olivia 
Cooke. Directed by Steven Spielberg. Running time: 

134 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now available on 
physical and streaming media. 

I lasted about two pages into Ernest Cline's geek- 
friendly novel Ready Player One. The book's voice was just 
too obnoxiously steeped in trivia, with nothing really to 
say about the pop-culture landmarks it references and / 
or uses. I remember thinking "There are so many good 
or great books yet to read, and I'm going to spend my 
dwindling sentient time on this?/' and back to the library 
it went. The movie version, directed by Steven Spielberg, 
promised to be the same only flashier and louder, yet 
Spielberg has performed an act of alchemy similar to the 
upgrade he administered to Peter Benchley's Jaws. The 
voice is still there, but here it just serves to help Spielberg 
move the story along. As with the Jaws novel, Spielberg 
keeps what works and circular-files what doesn't. 

The result is a juicy wad of bubblegum 
entertainment, visually antic and immersive without 
feeling assaultive, fast-paced without feeling rushed. If 
Spielberg is using the pace so as to deny us time to think 
about the flaws, he certainly does it successfully. The 
many pop references from the '80s (and some from later, 
like the Iron Giant) are merely part of the background 
fabric; you can conceivably not be familiar with any of the 
cameos, callbacks and in-jokes at all and still follow the 
basic throughline, which is that young protagonist Wade 
Watts (Tye Sheridan) seeks to win a contest that can buy 
him out of his poverty and prove he's somebody. Reading 
that description, you wouldn't know that the story is set 
in 2045 or that much of the action takes place in a virtual- 
reality game world. 

Ernest Cline might be high on the underarm 
fumes of his childhood, but he lucked into one of the 
basic satisfying narratives, and Spielberg zeroes in on it. 
Of course, Spielberg is part of the pop culture that Ready 
Player One and most of its characters lionize. His perhaps 
unavoidable acknowledgments of this fact are limited to 
eyeblink images. Wade, aka Parzival in the game world 
OASIS, must find three keys relevant to the sad past of 
the late game designer James Halliday (Mark Rylance), 
the cocreator of OASIS and author of the contest. Rylance 
files yet another ace performance as a man who speaks 
haltingly and has complex emotions and feelings of guilt 
and waste. Some have read Spielberg's friend George 
Lucas into Halliday I don't disagree. 

Most of what we're looking at in Ready Player 



One is computer-generated animation mapped onto 
greenscreened bare sets, but Spielberg manages to 
suggest it all exists physically and gives it heft, the 
weight of sound. Editor Michael Kahn (assisted, as on 
Spielberg's The Post , by Sarah Broshar) gets the constantly 
moving images and compositions to click together into 
action sequences with momentum and even poetry; 
cinematographer Janusz Kaminski drops his usual 
desaturated muck and helps the movie look like one of 
the sleeker examples of the '80s blockbusters it wants to 
be. I'm a sap, but Ready Player One won me over right out 
of the gate — Van Halen's "Jump" ushered me back to the 
summer of 1984, to an age (thirteen passing into fourteen) 
at which I would most have appreciated the movie. ('84 
was also the summer of Gremlins and Indiana Jones and the 
Temple of Doom.) 

Can nostalgia be trusted? It's as valid an 
emotional response as any other, and you're free to take 
or leave it. Steven Spielberg is still probably the most 
powerful director in Hollywood, but he's lost a step or 
two — he almost couldn't get Lincoln made. So Ready 
Player One is partly a trip back to the era where Spielberg 
was truly master of the universe, the '80s. Back then, not 
many people questioned why the hero should be a white 
male and not a female (Olivia Cooke as Wade's teammate 
and love interest Art3mis) or a black lesbian (Lena Waithe 
as Wade's best friend Aich) or Asian (Daito and Sho). 

That aspect of the narrative makes the movie feel retro 
in annoying ways, but that's also the cost of watching 
actual '80s movies. Aich, Daito and Sho almost seem like 
Spielberg's stab at atoning for The Color Purple (a movie 
he would not get to make today and rightly so) and 
Short Round. Look at the movie long enough and close 
enough and you might start to imagine it's as much about 
apology as celebration. The director who shot Jaws in the 
ocean because a studio tank would be too fake now makes 
movies almost entirely on a digital canvas like every other 
blockbuster director, and he's partly responsible for why 
we've wound up in a place where our eyes no longer 
believe reality in movies. Tom Cruise risks his neck doing 
stunts, and we shrug now because it can just as easily be 
faked with CG. It's really him, it's not really him — who 
cares? This movie's message, "Reality is real" (to be fair, a 
Cline-ism), comes to seem less a bromide than a plea.

The Town's recent approval of 
VeoRides' proposal for a pilot program has resulted in 
30 bikes placed in six strategic locations. These bikes are 
available for public use. The locations are shown on the 
downloadable app. Anyone using the bikes should read 
the VeoRides user agreement fully. But here are the basics: 

- You need a smart phone and a credit card. 

- One phone only unlocks one bike. You can't use one 
phone to unlock multiple bikes. 

- Age 13 and older are allowed to use the bikes. 

- Helmets recommended. The Town is working on making 
loaners available. NOTE: state law requires all cyclists 15 
and younger to wear helmets. 

- To access the bikes, download the app and put a few 
dollars in your account to start. Once you unlock the

bike, it will draw from your account in 50-cent increments 
every 15 minutes. 

- One-way riding is allowed. Just make sure: 

1) You lock the bike when you are done (or it will 
keep charging you)

3) You can only ride in Fairhaven and

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Sprague Pitcher Taber whose vision was that Marion 
and surrounding communities have a hall for lectures, 
concerts, and performances. It was constructed in 1891 for 
$23,000. Through the years, it has been a favored venue 
for town committee meetings and parties, for concerts and 
musicals, and for private events including weddings and 
parties. Mrs. Taber also had the vision to build the Town 
Library and Natural History Museum, the Stone Chapel 
at the Congregational Church, and Tabor Academy, 
originally founded to educate girls and boys of Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 
Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens 
according to the new fee schedule, which helps defray 
the costs to taxpayers while covering maintenance and 
utility expenses. While the rate structure has changed, the 
rates remain among the most competitive in Marion and 
surrounding towns. Local couples will be hard pressed to 
find such a great wedding venue on a weekend for as low 
as $600. (Bookings made before September 1, 2017 will 
honor the original rental fees.)

Mattapoisett Enhanced Online Bill Pay Service 

Mattapoisett residents and taxpayers are now 
able to pay their Real Estate, Personal Property, Motor 
Vehicle and Boat Excise taxes, and Water / Sewer bills 
with greater flexibility. The new system is secure, easy 
to use, and allows customers the option of paying their 
bills via their checking account with ACH or by using a 
credit/ debit card. Customers are able to view their bills 
and make a one-time payment without registering, or, 
by registering, they can enjoy 24/7 access to payment 
history and bills. By registering, customers will also be 
able to pay anytime, anywhere with a mobile optimized 
experience, either online, on their mobile device, or by 



text message. Other enhanced features include the ability 
to schedule a payment, either for the same day or a future 
date, or to establish an automatic payment schedule. 

Paying electronically is faster and more 
convenient than paying with personal online banking. 
Paying with personal online banking results in an actual 
bank check mailed to the Town. Many times incorrect or 
missing information causes delays in payment posting. 
EFT / ACH payments are received and cleared faster 
than checks issued by banks. The Collector's Office 
uploads electronic payment files, therefore, improving 
the accuracy and timeliness of payment posting for 
customers. In addition to receiving email reminders when 
a payment is due and a confirmation email after making 
a payment, customers can sign up for courtesy email 
reminders.
